loan. They added that no hitch was 
' expected, since the loan had already 
been approved and that state school 
authorities were heartily in favor 
of the projected building plan. 

Clarence Schuld, board member, 
6aid that the school would be erect 
ed and put into operation as soon 
as possible, in order to avoid' pay 
merit of tuition fees at the various 
other high schools longer than ab- 
solutely necessary.
